air T. Eoucli's tlicory of tlie cause of 
tho accident is very generally accei ted. 
As has \)ecn already stated, tliat theory 
is that the train was tilted up by tho 
force of the iwind on its western side 
iand thrown against the eastern lattices 
and that the girders gave way under 
the combined jjressurc of wind and 
steam. Pew persons now doubt that 
what is hero described really happened. 
It iu consistent with the erratic move- 
ments of Ijhe lights of tho train observ- 
ed by spcctiitoi'S on shore, nnd with 
tho fact that the tops of the carriages 
found have been in every case torn ofT. 
At the same time, says the London 
Times, it is doubted by ninny wlietlifr 
this explanation is of itself sufficient 
to account for the extent of tho acci- 
dent It would have accounted for 
the breaking away of two or throe gir- 
ders or pairs of girders, oi- for the col- 
lapse of two or throo sets of ])illars, 
had that been all the damage •done ; 
but it is felt to be diflicult to under- 
stand how tho pressure of a train only 
100 yards long could have carried 
away a section of the bridge "upward of 
100 yards long, or more than ten times 
its length, unless there was some in- 
herent weakness in the bi'idgu itself. 
In this connection two points are 
noted : The first is that the fact of the 
entire centre and high level section 
giving way is a proof that the several 
partiJ of that section were more sti-on^ 
ly bound to one another than the 
whole of it was to tiii! other parts of 
tho structure. The force of this obser- 
vation can hardly be denied by any 
who looks at a plan of the bridge, and 
atill less by any who examine the 
bridge in its present state. It is evi 
d^jit that the tie between the girders 
turned upward and the girders turned 
downward was very slight in compari- 
son with the liei_uht of the luidge and 
with the depth of the gii'ders them- 
selvea Of course the engineers ami 
tho Board of Trade authorities nnist 
have been sat'stied as to the strength 
of these connections when the plans 
were sanctioned ; but the fact remains 
that it was jireuisely at these (wo 
points that tlie bridge gave way. Tho 
other ]ioint noted by tho l^imea is that 
tho greater height to which the bridge 
was carried in this section greatly in- 
creased tho strain on the pillars ; but, 
it is added, while this would _^account 
for one or two sets of pillars giving 
way, it would not of itself account for 
the disappearance of tho entire section. 

JUDICATURE BILL. 

The Provineo of Ontario, always 
progressive, is moving in the direction 
of simplifying legal matters, adopting, 
in -fact, . the new English system 
which lias been found to work very 
satisfactorily. Hon. ]\Ir. Mowatt, is 
movingthe second reading of the bill, 
said he expected that a discussion on 
the details would come up in commit- 
tee. The bill contained the leading 
features of tho English Judicature Act. 
The first was the consolidation of the 
Courts, and the second was the estab- 
lishment of a uniform system of jilead- 
ing and practice in the Courts. 1'liei-e 
were no countries in the world except 
England and those couuLrics which in 
herited their law systems from her 
that had two systems of pleading 
and practice. As England had ado|)t- 
ed one .system, ho saw no reason why 
Ontario should not do the same. The 
^'stem provided for in the present bill 
was extremely simple, and correspontl- 
ed so nearly to the English system that 
Ontario suitors would get the advan- 
tages of any litigation in England, and 
of any point decided in the course of 
such litigation. By the bill every 
judge had all the powers belonging to 
a law, or to an Equity Court, so that 
one judge could decide all the points 
in one suit, which could not alwfiys be 
the case under the existing system. 

THE ENGLISH IRON TliADK. 

The revival of the Briti.sh iron trade 
is genuine, apart altogether from the 
demand from the United States. iMany 
important orders have been received 
from India and the Colonies, wlnle 
the home demand also is showing signs 
of activity. It is but a few months 
since tho world appeared hopelessly 
overstocked with the means of manu- 
facturing iron, but now almost every 
furnace and mill in Britain and on tho 
American side of the ocean is going 
again. Tho Pall Mall Gazelle says the 
reviyal shows no signs of check. The 
traffic returns of the heavy railways 
are highly satisfactory. Speculators' 
explanations are realised so far, and 
the tendency of the traffic to increase 
seems a.ssured. The trade revival, 
moreover, enables tho companies to 
raise their ra£e&

DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE 
1?^^. ^TROUBLE.

To THE Editor of Tiir. Coi.um.st: — 
Sir, — I will give you as briefly as pos- 
sible a statement of the fight between 
the chui'iih jiarty of Stiekeens and the 
Ifooehenoos. On Sunday the II th 
inst. an Indian policeman called Jake 
went to the Ilooclienoo camp, acting 
under the instructions of IMr. Corliss, 
attaclied to the Presbyterian mission, 
and destroyed several stills, meeting 
with no resistance except from a drunk- 
en man and woman. On Monday ihe 
l'2th, Charley, a Stickeeii, brother or 
cousin of a half-breed called Jim, was 
there likewise, and entered a house in 
which the lloochonoos were drinkinj;. 
lie was invited to drink, but refused, 
and endeavored to seige their whiskey. 
A scuttle ensued, in which his face was 
scratched and he likewise received a black 
eye. Ho returned to the Stickeen vil- 
lage and endeavored to inflame his 
friends to be re\-eiiged for his bruises, 
which actually wore comparatively no- 
thing. Jake endeavored to pacify him, 
stating tho Hoochenoos would settle 
the matter by payment. On Tuesday, 
in tho afternoon, all the church In- 
dians, including .Jake the iioliceman, 
Jim and Charley, went to the Ilooclie- 
noo camp, having pistols, okl gun bar- 
rels, hatchets and clubs as arm.s, and 
stO[ipeil in front of the house in which 
(he scullle occurred the day previous. 
Whenever an Indian made his appear- 
ance he was brutally beaten, one being 
severely wounded in the head by a 
blow of a hatchet, and will in all pro- 
bability die from the effects. A woman 
assisting her friends was knocked down 
by a blow on the head with a revolver 
and savagely and brutally beaten. The 
half-breed .) im ran up to the shanty, 
m.aiiti of liark,Jtdre out the cornrr. Imt 
seeing a couiilo of Hooclirnoos with 
guns pointed at him, ri'treafed, and 
then tho f^tickeens returned', coming 
through the town in high glee, laugh- 
ing at their success. The statement of 
tho occurrence so far was given nin by 
iSIr. Phillip Starr, whose woi-d is a 
sufficient guarantee of its \eracity. I 
was standing at the custom hou.se when 
the Stickeous pa.ssed on their way to 
the attack. The Hoochenoos inform- 
ed the Stiekeens they would attack 
them the next day. On Wednesday 
morning, as promised, the lloochonoos 
marched through town on their way to 
the Stickeen village, anil on tlu; out- 
skirts of Wiangel they came to the 
half-breed Jim's house, well construct- 
ed of logs. It was locked, as Jim had 
gone over to tho village. They broke 
it open, sacked it, carrying off all the 
goods and destroying whatever they 
did not need. They then i)roceeded 
towards the village and wei e met by 
the Stiekeens. Tho general statement 
of all the whites wltne.ssing the aflray 
is that Jim ran up to a rock, behind 
which a Hoochenoo was ensconced, shot 
him with a revolver, killing him. The 
Hoochenoos immediately opened lire, 
killing Jim, Tow-e-;it, 'I chief, :ind his 
broilicr, and wounding several. 'J'he 
SticiiLcns fired, killing two, and like- 
wise wounding scveial. The Hooche- 
noos fell back, with the dead and 
wounded, and took possession of >liin's 
house, which a party held until two 
o'clock next morning, taking their 
wounded ofT. The fight wus kcjit up 
during the day in tlu> lowei- portion of 
the town, and around the Presbyterian 
Church, and tho new building (.Mr.s. 
McFarland's) erected for a home. The 
latter was held by tho Stiekeens, from 
which they kept uji a fire during the 
day and the greater portion of the 
night. The building being in a coni- 
niaiiding position ,,..d facing towards 
the town made it rati:er unplea.sant for 
those living in the neighborhood, who 
had to vacato their houses or take tho 
chance of being killed by bullets whist- 
ling through tho shake houses tenanted 
by miners. The Hoochenoos held pos- 
stsdon of Wraiigel and scimper.'d 
around with loaded gun.s. A couple of 
Stiekeens were in town armed, but 
fortunately for non-combatants the op- 
posing parties did not meet. Before 
the commencement of the fight a tragic 
ejjisode occurred as follows: — Last 
summer a Stickeen killed his woman up 
the coast, jilaced his body in a canoe 
and lirought it to the village. I'^or the 
past 3 months the deceased woman's 
friends have been attempting to kill 
him, but were unable aa helms remain- 
ed generally in his bouse with a few 
friends. Several hundred shots li.'n'ing 
been fired through the building', lie sal- 
lied out to join his parti/ans, and was 
immediately shot by the woman's 
friends. This created a stampede of a 
portion of the Stiekeens before the 
fight. Up to tho present lirne his 
friends have endeavored to kill another 
Indian to be revenged for the death of 
the man, as the woman'.'^ life was not 
as valuable as the man's. During the 
day the demand for ammunition was 
lively, until the traders were cautioned 
by Col. Crittenden against selling any 
more, when it was stopped. OnTluins- 
day the Hoochenoos were in .Mcfiully's 
cooper shop, a large buililiiig abo\'c the 
town, whore they have .since remained. 
There \vas no fighting that da^'. To re- 
late the variou.s rumors in circulation 
would i'cquiro more pens and ink than 
there arc in Wrangel. The Eov. Mr. 
Young visited tho church party as a 
peacemaker. They were willing to 
settle the difficulty jirovided the Hoo- 
chenoos would surrender one live man 
to be murdered by them, so as to make 
their los.se.s even. This the Hoochenoos 
were perfectly willing to accede to 
provided the Stiekeens would come and 
take hira.' - t)n-' Friday Sliusstax, a 
Stickeen chief, in no manner connected 
with the figliting party, galled on the 
Hoochenoos and endeavored to nego- 
tiate peace, Tliey demandefl tlie return 



of the bodies, which had been taken to 
Tum-got's house and thrown u]) in a 
corner. He likewise reported that the 
lloochenos threatened to take ammu- 
nition provided they were not permit- 
ted to purchase. A report of tho same 
kind was in circulation concerning the 
Stiekeens, all of which I considered 
doubtful. Tho citizens and residents 
became alarmed as we had no organi- 
zation. Col. Crittenden postetl notice 
of meeting to be held at Costello's at 
5 p. m. The attendance was general ; 
a chairriian was appointed and a reso- 
lution carried unanimously empowering 
him to appoint a committtee of five 
with full jiower to act. David Flaii- 
nery was placed in command of the 
volunteers, and from the manner in 
which he has exercised his authority no 
hotter selection could have been made. 
All those iiaving arms cheerfully hand- 
ed them over. A patrol guard was de- 
tailed. The next morning the commit- 
tee visited the Hoochenoos, wdien they 
were met by them in a res]iectful man- 
ner with arms reversed. Tho Indiani 
were informed that no fighting would 
be permitted in or around the town as 
wo did not wish to jeopardiie the lives 
of the rcsident.s. Tho Stiekeens were 
likewise warned. Armed Indians were 
prohibited from entering, and none 
were allowed in after 10 p.m. A few 
ilays after a meeting of two head men 
from each tribe was held at the Custom 
House. It was agreed that as a [ire- 
liniinary the dead Hoochenoos should 
be haiideil over to their friends. Tho 
Takous acting as friends went to the 
village for them, but W(ao met with a 
refusal, the man Charley, tho causo 
of all the disturbance, and whodeserves 
the chain-gang, objecting unless tho 
plunder from Jim's house was return- 
ed. Tho Stiekeens, however, the next 
day handed them over to the Takous, 
who carried them to the Hoochenoo 
camp in a canoe. They were received 
with the usual honors, firing of guns, 
and lamentations. Tho bodies, in a 
state of decompo.sition, were cremated 
the next day, the ashes being boxed uji 
to be buried in their own country. Tho 
great sticking [loint in the lu gotiatioiis 
was the reco\cry of the slain, as it ap- 
peared to be a di.sgrace (hat they should 
remain in the hands of the enemy. On 
the i! 1st another conference was to bo 
held, the Hoochenoos not attending, 
excusing themselves on the ground that 
they e.\pecteil a couple of their men to 
die and they did not wish to leave thorn. 

()ii the 2'2d the Hoochenoos agreeil 
to cease fighting. Jako promised he 
would fight no more, and would so 
advise his men. It was understood 
that in case the wounded Hoochenoo 
chief died the affair was to be consider- 
ed settled. If he recovered then the 
Hoochenoos would pay for the killing 
of Tuingot. iNly opinion is that they 
do not require much advice to restrain 
them, as they have hud enough. At 
each conference, a guard of four men 
was detailed to escort the chiefs as 
they wore not permitted arms, and at 
the meeting the guard was Stationed 
in the room. Each Indian was search- 
ed for arms either before or after enter- 
ing the room. Invariably both parties 
liad either [listols or knives concealed. 
At the meeting on the 23rd the Hoo- 
chenoos each had a knife and Jake a 
revolving pocket pistol concealed in 
in his bout. For several years past 
the Stiekeens iiave endeavoretl to drive 
aw.ay otln-r triiies from the Island, and 
have atteinpteil to iiinder them from 
lio.aling on the river. Last summer 
they ordered the Takous away but 
were given to understand by Col. Crit- 
lenden that people of every nation had 
the right to settle tluu'o, that this was 
no Indian cmmtrv and they were 
aiiienalde to thft Anieriean Law. 
Their i-eason for wishing to drive 
others away was that it would give 
them the monopoly of trade in supply- 
ing the inhabitants with fi.sh, game 
and wootl during the winter and the 
boating on the Stickeen in the fall. If 
we had to depend on them I fear our 
rations would be curtailed as the 
Takous and Hooclienoos are the chief 
producers. Saturday the 24th the 
California arrivtd at 2 a. m. The com- 
mitteo mot, made a brief statement in 
writing to Capt I'all of tho facts, and 
a communication adilressed to the com- 
maiuler of the Jamestown, asking liiiii 
to send down, about 25 men, 75 stand 
of arms, and a gatling gun, as most of 
the arms in use are owned by the 
miners, who are liable to leave at 
any moment ; there would be no use 
for the marines any longer than tho 
return tri[) of the California. The 
action of the people of Wrangel 
throughout the whole time has boon 
"most commendable and worthy of all 
])raise" Mostly miner.s, and having no 
interest except the public wollfare they 
cheerfully handed over their arms and 
onroUod their names as volunteers. In 
rain, snow and frost, the thermometer 
at times below zero, they turned out for 
guard duty ; each guard patrolled tho 
town for 24 hours. The Indiana have 
been taught by this that the people 
know no nationality, and are in ear- 
nest when necessity requires action. 
On Sunday S.'jth, a couple of Indians, 
relatives of the Stickeen killed by the 
tribe on tlu; day of tiic fight, called on 
Colenel Crittontlen, stating they desir- 
ed to be paid for the dead Indian, or to 
kill a woma i to make tho losses even, 
as 0110 man was equal to two women. 
They were informed that any 
Indian implicated in the mur- 
der of another would bo arrested 
and sent to Portland for trial. It is 
high time the U. S. authorities should 
take the matter in hand, and justice be 
meted out to some of the murderers. 
To day tho Indian woman, brutally 
beaten liy tho Stiekeens on the 14tli 
inst., died of her wounds and it is re- 
jiorted tiiat the Stiekeens still demand 
the sacrifice of another Indian. From 
appearances tho quarrel is no nearer a 
settlement than the day after tho fight. 
The steamship California has just ar- 
rived with arms, a marine and a gat- 
ling gun. ■ . ' ■ : . • i- W.

ENGLAND. 

LoN'DOX, Feb. 2. — It is understood 
that the Government intends to give a 
grant for tho purpose of providing seed 
for small Irish farmers.

The iS^(/i(/(rrc/ asserts that telegraphic 
instructions have been sent to tho com- 
inander-in-ehief of the British naval 
forces in tho Pacific to dispatch a man- 
of-war to Lapaz, Lower California, in 
eonsecjueiice of lato disturbances there 
which are regarded as liable to en 
danger British subjects. 

GERMANY. 

A Times' Berlin corrospondoat au- 
serfs that a comploto understanding has 
boon arrived at on all important ques 
tions regarding Eomo and Prussia's 
foreign policy between Prince Bis 
marck and Emperor William. The 
same corresiiondenb says tho rumor 
that the Crown Prince will bo com 
missioned to visit tho Pope to eouui to 
an understanding on the church striig 
gle is unfounded. 

Prince Bismarck has resumed his 
functions with all his old energy. 

BintLi.s', Feb. 2. — Tiie Leip.nic ft'/tf/i.i 
bol publisher an article on European 
disarmament which is believed to bo 
inspired, suggesting that if there was a 
British government capable of inducing 
jiarliament to declare that England in 
case of a Kusso-Frencli attack upon 
Germany would guarantee the neu- 
trality of Belgium, Luxemburg and 
Ssvitzerland, and to demand al.so tlu 
neutrality of tho North Sea and the 
l]alti<', such a declaration would bring 
about real jieace. 

IIU.SSIA. 

The SUnuhird's Vienna di.spatch re- 
ports that it is rumored in well-inform- 
ed circles that Kussia has decided to 
iiici-easo the number of her peace and 
war forces— the latter by 150,000 
men. 

A di.spatch to the Dailij Newt an- 
nounces the arrival of the Czarina at 
Paris. Her ])hysician8 reports that she 

may safely jiroceed to St. Petersburg. 

St. Pr.TKKsanuo, Fob. 2. — A new 
levolutionary proclamation is circulat- 
ed by the students of tho hii,di school. 
TIk! studfiiits draw a terrible picture of 
th(;ii- condition and declare that they 
will fight the Great Moloch called the 
Itussiaii government to the end, even 
though the best of them perish. The 
proclamation is considered important 
as showing the formation of a new 
party against tho CJovernmeiit. 

St. Petersburo, Feb. 3. — Although 
the police have seized many co[)ies of 
the WiU of the People in the house 
where Deutsche shot himself, tlie saino 
issue of the pnjier had already been 
circulated in St. Petersburg. It con- 
tains the programme of the executive 
committee, stating that the only way 
to gain the I'eforms they seek is to 
overthrow the government by forcible 
revolution or conspiracy. Tho Social- 
ists would then transfer tho govern- 
ment to the assembly elected by the 
Russians, irrespective of class. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, Fob. — The Budget scheme 
for 1881, submitted to the Chamber of 

r)e[iuti('s on Saturday, puts the ox])en- 
ditun; at 2,773,391,47.1 francs, and as 
existing taxes produced 2,777,193,903 
francs last year there is a surplus at 
once available for tho remission of tax- 
ation, which remission will bo on al- 
cholic drink. 

The Nr.ws' Paris disjiatch says that 
M. Tierara, Minister of Commerce, in 
the course of his speech upon the tarifT 
(luestion, in the Cbaiiiber of Deputies 
on Sunday, stated that bitter coni- 
[ilaiiits had been made of the importa- 
tion of oxen from America; but that 
they only replaced others and no moro 
cattle entered France thon were neces- 
sary for consumption. He said that 
the French ex])0rts to the Unitiid 
States had fallen off because Franco 
had no commercial treaty with that 
country.

CURIOUS AND -ALARMING E"\rENT 
ON THE LOWER FRASER. 

The. Wostminstor papers ^received last 
evening record an- extraordinary occur- 
rence at Maple Ividgo on Friday hist be- 
tween 2 aiitl i! (.I'clock in the afternoon. 
-V sound resembling the discharge of a 
heavy cannon was heard, and all those re- 
siding on tho bank <if the river rushed 
out of their homes to see the cause of the 
strange commotion. They beheld, iot the 
ipiiot and tranquil river,- Upon whoso bo- 
som ".faek Frost" wa.9 quietly reigning, 
but a gigantic wtivo about seventy feet in 
height, rushing onward like a mighty in- 
vader, doniolishing ami comiucring every- 
thing ill its coiir.iu. As the terror-atrick- 
on citizens c;»st their eyes ^ up thti'river, 
thoy there behold ^llio ctiuss ^6f -Futhei* 
Fraser's anger, for his progress was in- 
terrupted by a gretit slide of about twen- 
ty acres of Mr. Justice Howisou'.s land; 
and now as yuu journey up the river 
(wliicii was liere ubuuC lialf a niiUj wide) 
you will behold large trees growing two- 
thirds of the way across. Tho wavo na- 
turally swept with tho g'rQiltoat fojrctj iip- 
[losite the slide; here, the trees on fifteen 
acres Wore mowed ilown a.s tlioU'_;!i they 
were ferns, and huge lir.i were stri|i]ied of 
llieir liraiiclies fully twenty feet from their 
roots. .Mr. William Kdge, wlio was clear- 
ing laud here, was friglitfuUy wounded by 
the falling treoj and llyiug ice) anil when 
found by liis sons, after much searching, 
ho was insensible, and about ten feetfroiii 
the ground on some tree r, he i.s not e\- 
[lected to recover. Messrs. I'Jwen itCo.'.s 
iishery was struck and succumbed as 
thougli it was ;l card house, leaving only 
a few boards lUi thu ground to remind tliu 
owners they had liatlu house there. It next 
swept against tho public wharf, and tho 
slip gave way; onward it rushed, tind Mr. 
Muench'a wharf ctinio down with a crash. 
Two valuable horses lielonging to that 
genllenian wurj struck by the w.iler and 
ice, and narrowly esea[)eil. A scow lie- 
longing to Mr. Alain was c.irried alxutt a 
hundreil yards, aiitl as the water receded, 
it was left, like Noah's .\rk, high and dry 
lui a hill tiliout forty feet high. Briilgus 
along the river's bank were duui. dished, 
and all bo:it3 on the river as far iw heard 
from (0 miles) were destroyed. tJre.at 
excitement prevails there; and those of the 
inhtibitants living on tho bank are con- 
templating moving their houses back. 
Lu.s3 and dam.igu to properly not known.

Pro- 
ceeding to the residence of Mr. George 
Howisi>n, that gentleman and his brother, 
Mr. J. W. Howison, tho owner of, the 
"slide," and Mr. Webster mid tlie writer 
crossed a Large Held and a clearing, and 
upon reaching tho southeast corner of 
Mr. il. W. Mowison's lit) acres it was 
quite a sight to see tin.' uolicaval. The 
bank is tit that point, and to the west for 
sonie distance, LO(J feet liigh ; the rivor is 
lie irly a ijiianor of a iiiile wide, and a 
bend in the river a little tipstreain causes 
a swif t cui-reut 1 o \v:\X\i the .-jhore where 
the slide occurnal. J I i.i proh.djle fhat 
tho water thu.s undermining the bank, to- 
gether with a ravine a, few rods back uf 
the ridge which gave way, accumulated 
water that v.:isheci through the bank. Hav- 
ing given .some idea of the location be- 
! fiu-e the uiisliap, we \foulil now say that 
I about half-im.st Ium u'dnck last I'riday 
I while Mr. ( ieo. Ibiwi.-i^ui was bu.sy ujjon 
his ftirm he heard a noise like a heavy 
i wind blowing and on looking in the direc- 
' tiim of Ilia brother's farm witnessed the 
falling ami (li3a]i|iearaiice from siglit of 
large lir and other trees, .aH \vell as the 
' sinking of t lie river ridge. Hurrying tu 
I tho sctuio tho sight presented was one 
I that greatly siirpriscti him, .as well as 
I others who seni juiued him to g;\ze at 
what was once siipjio.sed to be a.lmiit 
; tweiity-fi\ e acres of thq river frontage of a 
; ehoi<-e farm. Put there were the rums of 
I land :uid forest, stretched lialf-w.ay across 
the river, with, at tho outer edge of thu 
s(n't of island, lai'go and small trees as erect 
as if thej' had not luoveil a hundred or 
' more feet from whore ten minutes before 
they stond ajipareiitly as tirin as any 
: forest growth, liowuvoi', they atill held 
p.. ..it ion in their ii:divu soil, which had 
ino\ ed I'll .and left space behind. 

It is true that tliu trees aio only eight or 
I ten feet above the water, instead of over 
100 feet as before the slide. Of tho im- 
I men.ie '|iiaiitity of earth that moved for- 
ward and n.ov eover.-i up huge trees- iinil 
tills up a large space of thu river wc can 
' form no est iiusti!. Tho bank would seem 
' to bo formed of yellow-red earth 

i for tho first dozen feet, then blue clay for 
! twenty foot, and gravel boneatli, through 
which water is coursing. For luO feet 
back fr'Mii where the bank brnke away 
there are large cracks along tho surface, 
and in snnie phices l.irge ti'ees st;iiiding 
, that iqion the lirsl storm will tumble over 
1 and cany quantities of the romains back 
I with them, thus greatly adding to the iii- 
. jury of ITowiaon'sfarni. To do thatgentle- 
nian justice wo must s:iy that ho takes the 
"change of front" like a pliilosoiiher, and 
' thinks there will be laud enough left for 
all tho work he will ever do upon the 
farm, believing he has a better thing in 
the Occident Hotel. His present apjire- 
hension is for the frontage and neat cot- 
t.ago and superior fruit tree.-i of his lirotli- 
cr's farm, which certainly :ire not out of 
harm's way and soonor or later will have 
to yield.

E.), and thrown 
against trees, slumps, etc., and when 
found was unconscious. We learn from 
i Dr. Sievowriglit and the gentlemen who 
i crossed over in tlic tug to the north aide 
1 tl-iat Mr. Edge is soriou.sly bruised iri- 
I w irdly and fear is entertained of his ro- 
I covci-y. He has a wife and bik children 
who arc in groat an.\iety respecting his 
I situation. 

j Messrs. Wise & Ev,-en'.s fish packing 
I liouso was demolished, trees prostrated

I small boats along the rivor for .some dis- 
! tance more or less damaged. The wonder 
' now is that moru damage was not done by 
i the- overflowing of the south side of the 
j river. At prosont it is difficult to apccu- 
' late upon, the effect the slide will have 
I upon the vicinity. It is likely, however, 
that when tho river rises (which it is liable 
I to do at any timo) tho bond above the 
! place will cause a washing out of a chau- 
' nel that will leave .a largo share of the 
slide an island until it is gradually wush- 
I edaway, when the trees that are known 
to bo buried under the (h-bri^ Juay liud 
; their way down the river. We believe it 
j will be acknowledged that if the now wast- 
I ed land slide had been judiciously used 
I to raise some of the Eraser rivor flats 
there would be no groat reason to com- 
plain. Hut so it is: too much luouutain 
I to spread out in some localities and a call 
for dyking in another quarter. The tips 
j and downs of life require precaution ami 
hihor.

SS^aET VIA HOPS. 
' noturn of tho Trail Party. 

1 The paity under Mr. W. Robinson, 
eniiiloved by the ( lovernment last fall tu 
eNaniine the country lying lietweeii the 
Lli)pe-Seniilkameen wagon-road and the 
l,Kiundary line returned lo this city yes- 
terday. 'I'hi'y left here on Nov. L'lst ami 
three days Liter started from lltijie, fol- 
] lowing the wagon road, which runs due 
east, for a distance of 23V miles. They 
then branched oil" in a southerly diruc- 
i tion, and after travelling '2~t niilesreachud 
1 tlie •Will parallel. On their way from the 
wagon road they bla'/ied a lino ftu- a trail, 
and took general observations uf the stir- 
I rounding country, which affords natural 
facilities for tlie construction uf a road. 
' From the houndtiry line they proceeded 
' to the Skaget, the distance travelled be- 
ing Homo tifteen miles. The total dis- 
tance, theri fore, from ilopo to thu ru- 
ceutly discovered mines is tiboiit (!;! miles. 
Snow and rain fell almost without cessa- 
] tion during the trip in, Inrt as the ground 
I W!is not frozen tho snow tiuickly disaji- 
' peared. In some p.-rts the country is 
[ rather heavily timberi-d ;ind on the luw 
llat.s the undergiowi is thick. It pre- 
I sents, however, a n:0 ral ami coiupara- 
lively e,i;;y lo.//.- tot'ic luiiies. \\'lien tho 
. [larty v,-as at llnby '\eek there were 17 
I minors there andtV.- ground was covered 
' with snow to the depth of from 10 tu 12 
i feet. IJetweeu iSO iind 100 claims have id- 
. ready been located ; but mining operations 
are almost entirely at a standstill. Two 
I men were prospecting next to Welch's 
I elaiin at tho foot of the creek. IJy mclt- 
' ing snow one ilay and rocking out tho 
ne;.:t they were making an ounce a day. 
Two others v.-ere sinking holes imd at ;i 
' depth of .-iboiit o feet were getting 
i paying prospects from the gravel. The 
j country abounds in fetttliered game, deer, 
mountain sheep, beaver and bear. From 
Dee. 2l3t to Doc, 2ith the weather was 
very cold but cletir, and Mr. Robinson has 
} no doubt mercury would have frnzcn. On 
the way out the party came across a 
tnipiiors' camp where they cibt;\iiied Hour 
, a:Kl a supply of deer skin -aitli which lo 
, make siiowshoea. Here they were juiiied 
by J. Wilson, who has boon in tho mines 
all last Buuiiner. On Jan. i3tb snow in 
the valley of the iskiiget was four feet 
duel) on tho level and it was then raining 
heavily. 'I'he Jiafty started U[i rivor in a 
canoe and travelled for about three 
hours, navigation being good. The 
following day it was .still raining and tho 
parly, after travelling some four hmirs, 
camped between Lightning and Cafum 
creeks. The distance to the tlrst jam go- 
ing up from Ruby Creek is about three 
lailt-s. Tliu river was full of nliles and 
travel ciiuseiptent ly slow. No less than 
eleven deerwureseen on theb.-uikiif theriv- 
er tliisd;iy, Imttho men havinguotire.iriiis 
witli them, excepting pistol ami ball, they 
could not kill any of them. Tho two suc- 
ceeding days the jiarty remained in camp, 
rain and .siuiw falling heavily. On .Ian. 
17lh it cleared ui; and having left their 
canoe .-ibout Ihrue miles below Lightning 
Creek thev started out on snowslioea for 
some six miles; next d.-iy travelled all day 
and camped lUi Little .NL)uni.iiii. ()nthe 
I'.tth rain eanji; down with a vt-ngeance 
and sienv-sboeing was e.->:tremely lieav}-. 
They wont ahead, however, till they 
reached the boundary line, where they 
found to their disgust that iiiartius had 
' carried off most of the bacon cached by 
them at that point <m their way in. The 
tliievi!sh.-id fortunately left the Hour intact. 
The depth of snow here was three feet, 
l-'ui- i-everal consecutive days rain and 
snow fell continuously, but the party kept 
nioviiig, caiuiiing at SheelJ Fnut, Cutotf 
] Creek, and at a spot 21 miles from Fort 
I Hope. At this latter point on Jan. 22iul 
snow was 7 feet deep. On the 23rd the 
party reached the l.o-mile post. Tliesiu iw- (Ui 
the road w-aa from H to 10 feet deepat tho 
highest parts, but was getting less very 
rapidl}'. ( lallow.-iy's Mouse was arrived 
j at tho following day, and hero the travel- 
j era mot with excellent faro, which was 
j exceedingly welccmie after the hardshi 
] they had encounterod. Thence lliey |iri 
' cceded to Cliilli-.vh.-iek, stopping at .\leEl- 
viiy's house, which they pronounce a viu-^- 
; comfortable establishment with tine ac-

Coun. ISoyd moved that tho Council

Coun. Shakesiioare complained that it 
was eniployedby the Street Com. instead 
of l.ieing used for sanitary matters fm- 
which it was intended. There were piles 
of tilth in Cormorant street which re<iuir- 
ud to bo removcil and gutters should be 
cleanod. Ho moved that the horse and 
cart be placed under the control^of the 
Sanitary Com. 

Colin. Clark said the streets ought to 
be cleaned by conti-act. 

Coll 11. Rome said there had beun rub- 
bish on Wharf street for some time iind 
he did not see why that street was not 
entitled to as uiiicli consideration as Cor- 
morant street.
